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Report  of  the  Finance  Committee 

MARCH  3,  1941 


To  the  Representative  Town  Meeting  and 
Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Saugus 


The  Finance  Committee  herewith 
submits  its  report  on  the  1941  Bud- 
get: 

The  Committee  has  gone  over 
each  departmental  budget  in  de- 
tail, with  the  general  objective  of 
ascertaining  figures  and  amounts 
within  which  the  departments  may 
operate  efficiently,  at  the  lowest 
cost,  and  also  without  impairment 
of  service.  The  Committee  feels 
that  a  continued  policy  of  reduc- 
tion in  the  tax  rate  until  such 
time  as  a  fair  and  adequate  level 
is  reached  is  essential  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  townspeople.  A 
fine  start  in  the  downward  direc- 
tion of  the  rate  was  accomplished 
last  year  with  the  co-operation  of 
most  departments. 

We  feel  that  a  reduction  this 
vear  will  aid  in  effecting  new  and 
desirable  property  development 
which  will  in  the  future  assist  in 
carrying  the  tax  load.  With  these 
ideas  in  mind  we  have  agreed  up- 
on the  following  set  of  itemized 
and  specified  recommendations. 

If  the  recommendations  of  the 
committee  are  followed,  a  reduc- 
tion in  our  tax  rate  of  between 
$1.00  and  $1.50  per  thousand  may 
be  expected.  It  is  not  possible  to 
specify  an  exact  figure  of  reduc- 
tion at  this  time  due  to  lack  of 
information  as  to  State  and  County 
assesments  and  State  and  County 
tax  figures,  which  are  important 
factors  in  determining  the  rate.  A 
drop  of  approximately  $2.20  to 
$2.70  in  the  tax  rate  would  have 
been  the  result  of  these  recommen- 
dations were  it  not  for  Appellate 
Tax  Board  iudgements  against  the 
Town  totalling  $18,892.15  in  tax 
abatements  which  adds  $1.20  to  our 
tax  rate  this  year.  This  is  re- 
gretable,  and  it  should  be  remem- 
bered that  this  expense  really  ap- 
plies  to   past   years — not  to   1941. 

The  Committee's  recommenda- 
tions  on    Special   Articles    No.    10, 


13,  14,  15,  16  and  35  have  an  im- 
portant relation  to  our  actions  on 
the  Highway  and  Water  Depart- 
ment budgets,  as  well  as  the  Gen- 
eral W.  P.  A.  Department  budget. 
We  therefore  recommend  that  the 
Town  Meeting  actions  on  these  ar- 
ticles preceed  action  on  those  de- 
partments in  the  General  Budget. 


Comments  on  the  General  Budget, 
Article  2 

Item  13.  There  is  but  one  elec- 
tion in  1941,  compared  to  four  in 
1940.  Hence  a  considerably  less 
sum  is  needed. 

Item  32.  It  should  be  remem- 
bered that  approximately  87  per 
cent  of  the  School  appropriation 
or  $203,348.92  specifically,  is  for 
salaries.  Last  year  the  sum  ex- 
pended for  salaries  was  $198,261.38. 
The  increase  of  about  $5,000.00  is 
largely  due  to  contract  step-rate 
increases.  Our  teachers  average 
lower  salaries  than  those  in  com- 
paritive  comunities.  The  balance 
of  the  budget  recommended,  $31,- 
651.08,  is  for  text  books,  supplies, 
fuel,  light  and  all  other  operating 
costs.  Due  to  closely  figured  bud- 
gets in  recent  years  very  little  re- 
placement to  text  books  have  been 
possible,  and  other  supplies  have 
been  inadequate.  The  amount  rec- 
ommended will  make  a  good  start 
toward  rectifying  this  situation. 
These  two  sums  equal  $235,000.00 
for  Schools.  The  committee  adds 
$1,000.00  for  the  Manuel  Training 
Department  in  addition  to  $1,700 
originallv  provided  therefor  in 
their  budget — believing  this  effort 
should  be  encouraged.

Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  my  fourth 
annual  report  as  Town  Accountant 
for  the  year  1941.  The  report  is 
made  in  accordance  with  the  re- 
quirements of  the  State  System  of 
Accounting  and  is  set  forth  in  the 
following   schedules.

In  the  first  two  instances,  the 
appropriations  made  were  insuf- 
ficent  and  in  the  case  of  the  Pub- 
lic Welfare  bills,  you  will  note 
that  this  department  had  an  un- 
expended balance  of  $358.20  on 
December  31st,  or  more  than 
enough  to  take  care  of  these  out- 
standing obligations. 

On  November  3rd,  the  new  en- 
cumbrance system  was  started  and 
although  some  difficulties  have 
been  experienced  the  system,  gen- 
erally speaking,  worked  out  as 
well   as   could   be   expected.      With 


some  anticipated  minor  changes, 
this  system  should  be  working  very 
well  by  the  middle  of  1942.  Up 
to  the  present  time,  the  extra  work 
of  this  system  has  been  done  by 
the  Accounting  Department  with 
no  increase  in  personnel.  The 
present  personnel  have  had  to  work 
longer  hours,  Sundays  and  holi- 
days to  accomplish  this  and  it  may 
be  necessary  to  employ  additional 
help   in  the   future. 

Balance  sheets  and  detailed  fin- 
ancial reports  have  also  been  fur- 
nished to  your  Board  and  to  vari- 
ous financial  institutions,  local 
individuals  and  organizations  and 
the  customary  mid-year  report  of 
appropriations,  expenditures  and 
available  balances  was  given  to 
the  local  press.  During  the  past 
year  there  has  been  a  tremendous 
increase  in  requests  from  the 
Federal  and  State  governments 
for  vital  information  pertaining 
to  the  National  Defense  program. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank 
the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
the  State  Auditors,  department 
heads  and  individuals  for  their 
cooperation   during  the  year.

It  again  becomes  my  pleasure  to 
present  to  you  my  eleventh  annual 
report  of  the  Police  Department 
during  the  year  1941.

The  fire  Department  has  done 
excellent  work  in  keeping  the  fire 
loss  down  to  such  a  small  amount 
approximately  $36,158.00  when  it 
is  noted  that  the  department  must 
cover  a  large  territory  nearly  11  xk 
square  miles,  and  do  so  with  a 
small  number  of  men  to  man  the 
apparatus    and   extinguish   fires. 

We  recommend  that  the  program 
calling  for  the  installation  of  new 
hydrants   every  year  be   continued 


as  there  are  several  parts  of  the 
Town  where  hydrants  are  too  few 
and  far  between.

Report  of  the  Fire  Alarm  Division 


January   1,    1942 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Sel- 
ectmen and  the  Citizens  of  the 
Town  of   Saugus: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual 
report  on  the  condition  and  activi- 
ties of  the  Fire  Alarm  system  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1941. 

Due  to  the  short  time  available 
to  me  after  appointment  as  super- 
intendent of  fire  alarm  my  report 
is  brief. 

During  the  year  1941  the  system 
sent    out    88    box    alarms    and    58 


transmitter  alarms  for  a  total  of 
146  alarms. 

There  was  also  the  normal 
amount  of  trouble,  due  to  wind, 
rain  and  lightning  storms.  We 
had  one  open  circuit  due  to  van- 
dalism and  one  open  circuit  at 
headquarters  due  to  battery  trou- 
ble. 

After  a  partial  survey  I  would 
say  the  system  is  in  good  condi- 
tion.

Report  of  the  Cemetery  Department 

RIVERSIDE  CEMETERY 


In  spite  of  the  increased  cost  of 
labor  and  materials  the  Cemetery 
Department  out  of  the  appropria- 
tion of  $12,475.00  made  by  the 
Town  for  1941  a  small  amount 
was   returned   unused. 

In  going  over  the  records  of  the 
past  six  years,  we  can  report  that 
the  payments  to  the  Town  Treas- 
urer were  $13,395.00  above  ex- 
penditures. Receipts  in  the  Ceme- 
tery fell  off  slightly  during  1941, 
together  with  a  very  material  drop 
in  the  interest  rate  in  our  Trust 
Fund,  also  increase  in  costs  of 
supplies  and  labor.  In  spite  of 
this  fact,  we  have  not  raised  our 
prices  on  lots  or  interments,  as 
yet.  Oar  expenditures  for  the  en- 
tire year  only  exceeded  our  re- 
ceipts by   $128.58. 

Your  Commissioners  have  taken 
up  during  the  past  year  with  the 
proper  authorities  the  matter  of 
perpetual  care  funds.  In  view  of 
the  small  returns  on  Savings  Banks 
Deposits  it  was  recommended  by 
your  Commissioners  that  an  in- 
vestment of  $93,000.  (the  total  of 
our  perpetual  care  fund  on  hand) 
be  invested  in  Defense  Bonds  with 
a  guaranteed  yield  over  a  ten  year 
period  greater  than  savings  banks. 
It  is  felt  that  the  low  rate  now 
paid  by  the  Savings  Banks  will  be 
further  reduced  within  the  ten 
year  period.  However  satisfactory 
arrangements  could  not  be  made 
to  carry  out  this  idea  and  after 
a  conference  with  our  Town  Treas- 
urer and  Town  Council  they  ad- 
vised  against  it. 

In  the  early  .spring  the  Hugh 
Montgomery  property  came  on  the 


market  and  Mr.  Montgomery  had 
long  desired  the  Cemetery  Depart- 
ment to  have  first  option  on  the 
property.  The  Town  Meeting  ap- 
proved $3,375.  for  its  purchase 
and  due  to  its  location  the  prop- 
erty is  properly  included  within 
the  Cemettery  limits.  Your  Com- 
missioners, instead  of  immediate- 
ly selling  the  buildings  at  a  sac- 
rifice, decided  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  land  tract  would  not  be 
needed  for  several  years,  to  rent 
the  property  to  one  of  our  em- 
ployees and  this  procedure  will  in- 
crease the  income  of  the  Cemetery 
by  $300.00  a  year.  This  shows  at 
present  a  yield  of  more  than  8% 
on  the  purchase  price.  The  garage 
is  used  to  store  our  second  truck 
which  is  now  loaned  to  the  Defense 
Committee  and  located  in  Clifton- 
dale. 

With  the  Nation  at  war  it  will 
be  necessary  shortly  to  prepare 
a  suitable  place  for  the  veterans 
of  this  war.  A  few  years  ago  a 
plot  was  set  aside  by  your  Com- 
missioners for  the  burial  of  Legion- 
naires and  Veterans  of  Foreign 
Wars  and  it  was  anticipated  that 
this  plot  would  be  sufficient  for 
several  years  to  come.  With  the 
second  war  raging  there  will  be  no 
room  in  the  present  lot  for  present 
World  War  Veterans.  We  have 
land  available  in  a  favorable  lo- 
cation in  the  Cemetery  but  it  will 
require  a  considerable  expenditure 
to  make  it  suitable  for  a  lot  of  this 
description. 

We  again  want  to  express  our 
appreciation  to  the  Public  Works 
Department   through   its   Superin- 
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tendent  and  employees  of  the  Ceme- 
tery Department  who  have  been 
efficient  and  loyal  during  the  en- 
tire   year.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


The  Board  of  Selectmen,  dur- 
ing the  year  1941,  have  continued 
their  policy  of  strict  economy  in 
the  departments  under  their  juris- 
diction. We  have  held  fifty-two 
regular  and  four  special  meetings. 
All  of  these  meetings  have  been 
open  to  the  public  and  all  sugges- 
tions to  the  board  have  been  acted 
upon  after  careful  consideration. 
We  have  attended  several  confer- 
ences with  State  and  Federal  offi- 
cials, Trustees  of  the  Eastern 
Massachusetts  Street  Railway  and 
the  Boston  and  Maine  Rail  Road. 
Through  these  conferences  we  have 
endeavored  to  obtain  for  Saugus 
the  rights  and  privileges  due  the 
town.  Additional  transportation 
for  workers  in  Lynn,  especially  at 
the  plants  of  the  General  Electric 
Company,  has  been  obtained  and 
the  board  is  at  present  trying  to 
increase  the  transportation  for 
these  workers  to  Lynn. 

During  the  past  year  many  let- 
ters have  been  sent  to  Federal 
Departments  and  to  all  of  the 
large  gasoline  and  oil  companies 
in  an  attempt  to  procure  for  Sau- 
gus manufacturing  plants,  storage 
warehouses  and  oil  and  gasoline 
storage  plants.  Many  replied  stat- 
ing that  Saugus  locations  would 
be  considered  if  and  when  they 
contemplated  additional  construc- 
tion. 


All  applications  for  licenses  and 
pennies  have  been  carefully  ex- 
amined and  investigated  before 
this  board  granted  or  rejected 
them  with  a  view  not  only  to  the 
general  revenue  to  the  town  but 
to  the  betterment  thereof.  In  the 
matter  of  liquor  licenses  your  board 
has  kept  a  constant  check  on  the 
conditions  of  the  establishments 
and  the  manner  in  which  the  busi- 
ness has  been  conducted,  with  the 
result  that  there  have  been  no 
complaints  that  would  cause  the 
management  to  appear  before  this 
board.  The  revenue  for  the  1942 
liquor  licenses,  issued  in  Decem- 
ber  1941,   amounts   to    $8,650.00. 

Propositions  brought  before  the 
board  received  careful  study  and 
consideration,  such  as  public  hear- 
ings on  the  Federal  Food  Stamp 
Plan  and  the  Federal  Housing 
Program.  In  the  matter  of  the 
Food  Stamp  Plan  meetings  were 
held  at  which  official  representa- 
tives of  the  plan  explained  it  in 
detail  to  the  Selectmen,  Board  of 
Welfare,  Merchants  Association 
and  others  interested  in  the  propo- 
sition. This  was  presented  in  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  Warrant, 
Article  49  with  the  result  that  it 
was  indefinitely  postponed,  by 
unanimous  vote.  In  the  matter 
of  the  Federal  Housing  proposi- 
tion  several   public  meetings  were 
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held  with  representatives  of  a  con- 
cern   that   desired    to    develop    the 
Town    Farm    Land.      The   proposi- 
tion   was    inserted    in    the    Special 
Town  Meeting  Warrant  as  Article 
35,  on  September  29,  1941.  At  the 
postponed    meeting    on    November 
19,     1941     this     proposal     lost     by 
unanimous   vote.      Since  that   date 
the    Selectmen    appointed    a    com- 
mittee   to    investigate    housing    by 
future      development      of      Saugus 
Lands   consisting  of  the  following 
business  men  of  the  town: 
Mr.    Horace    C.    Ramsdell 
Mr.   Frederick  B.   Sawyer 
Mr.  Henry  A.  B.  Peckham 
Mr.    Herman   C.    Bunker 
Mr.  Frank  Sloan 
Mr.   Fred   England 
Mr.    Frank    P.    Bennett,    Jr. 
Mr.  Earl  Gaylor 
Mr.  John   J.   Mullen 
Other       committees       appointed 
throughout    the    year    include    the 
following:  Defense  Savings,  Water 
Investigation,    Necessities    of    Life 
and    Tire    Rationing. 

On  December  13.  1941  the  board 


declared  a  State  of  Emergency 
due  to  war  between  our  country, 
Germany,  Italy  and  Japan  and 
authorized  $5,000.00  for  use  by  the 
Saugus  Committee  on  Public  Safe- 
ty for  defense  purposes. 

In  setting  up  the  budgets  for 
1942  we  have  in  mind  the  necessity 
of  protecting  and  improving  the 
water  supply  of  the  town  and  the 
vital  extension  of  the  water  ser- 
vice and  the  improvement  of  pres- 
s;re  in  North  Saugus  and  other 
locations.  We  believe  that  water 
and  sewer  constructions  should  be 
continued.  Labor  for  any  of  this 
extension  work  will  be  paid  through 
the  WPA  set  up  in  Saugus.  In 
sewer  construction  we  have  many 
WPA  workers  skilled  in  this  work. 
Continuance  of  these  types  of  work 
are  acceptable  by  the  Federal 
Government  as  improvement  to 
health  conditions.

Report  of  the  Trustees  and  Staff  of  the 
Saugus  Public  Library 


January   23,   1942 

To  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees 
Report  for  the  year  ending  De- 
cember   31,    1941. 

The  year  1941  marked  a  change 
in  the  staff  of  the  library,  Miss 
Margaret  Cameron  resigned  her 
position  as  Librarian  in  August. 
She  was  popular  and  certainly  an 
efficient  librarian  as  the  results  of 
her  many  efforts  for  progress 
show.  In  the  same  month  I  was 
appointed  Librarian  and  Miss  Jean 
Brooks,  who  graduated  from  Sim- 
mons College  in  1940  and  worked 
a  year  at  the  Clark  University 
Library  in  Worcester,  was  ap- 
pointed  Assistant   Librarian. 

Last  spring  the  Saugus  Public 
Library  entertained  over  70  li- 
brarians of  the  North  Shore  Li- 
brary Club  at  its  organization 
meeting.      Miss    Cameron    was    el- 


ected vice  president  of  the  club. 
It  was  an  especially  enthusiastic 
meeting  and  the  group  seemed  to 
take  an  unusual  interest  in  the 
progress   of  our   small   library. 

Our  summer  reading  project  for 
the  children  stimulated  vacation 
reading  a  great  deal  in  the  East 
Saugus' and  Cliftondale  Branches 
as  well  as  in  the  Main  Library. 
Children's  story  hours  began  as 
usual  the  first  week  in  November. 
The  attendance  certainly  justifies 
the  effort  for  such  a  program, 
many  times  overflowing  the  space 
in   our  children's  room. 

Seventh  grades  at  both  Saugus 
Center  and  Cliftondale  have  had 
special  classes  at  the  library  for 
library  instruction  and  leisure 
reading.  Through  the  helpful  co- 
operation of  the  teachers,  it  is 
hoped    that    more    plans    may    be 
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carried  out  for  the  students'  better 
acquaintance  with  the  library  and 
its  opportunities  for  pleasure  and 
study. 

The  library  has  recently  sub- 
scribed to  a  pamphlet  index  service 
which  will  better  enable  us  to  get 
up-to-date  information,  through 
free  and  inexpensive  literature, 
about  developments  and  events 
concurrent  with  the  world  situa- 
tion. The  place  of  the  library  at 
this  time  is  also  to  provide  plea- 
sure reading  for  those  few  mo- 
ments when  people  wish  to  turn 
aside  from  world  affairs,  and  to 
build  against  the  time  when  lack 
of  money  and  material  may  pre- 
vent the  acquisition  of  new  books 
and  supplies. 

As  o;r  registration  records  are 
much  out-of-date,  plans  are  already 
under  way  to  re-register  all  our 
borrowers.  Every  new  registration 
will  expire  at  the  end  of  every 
three  years,  thus  keeping  our  files 
correct  to  date. 

The  main  library  and  its 
branches  now  circulate  an  average 
of  almost  100,000  books  a  year. 
Obviously  it  requires  a  great  deal 
of  work  to  prepare  the  new  books, 
repair  the  old  ones,  and  keep  the 
records.  Therefore  there  is  an  ur- 
gent need  for  more  trained  help 
to  do  this  work  according  to  up- 
to-date  methods,  and  at  the  same 
time  to  give  the  public  the  pro- 
fessional attention  it  deserves. 

Space,  both  at  the  branches  and 
at  the  main  library,  is  a  glaring 
need.  At  Cliftondale  there  is  hardly 
room  to  move,  especially  at  rush 
times.  At  Main  a  new  and  much 
larger  library  is  a  necessity,  with 
plenty  of  storage  room  in  the  base- 
ment. There  is  a  definite  lack  of 
space,  not  only  for  shelves  for 
books  in  circulation,  but  also  for 
stacks  to  hold  older  books  neces- 
sary for  reference  and  copies  of 
recent  periodicals.  Then,  too,  there 
is  littte  or  no  room  to  carry  on 
administration.  The  office  has  to 
be  a  workroom  too,  which  arrange- 
ment is  extremely  unsatisfactory; 
and  mending,  etc.  has  to  be  done 
on  one  of  the  public  reading  tables, 
tables. 


I  wish  to  thank  and  express  my 
appreciation  to  the  people  who 
have  so  kindly  supplied  us  with 
flowers  and  plants,  and  to  those 
who  have  presented  us  with  books 
and  magazines.  The  Lynn  Tele- 
gram-News, Lynn  Dail  Evening 
Item,  and  the  Saugus  Weekly  Ad- 
vertiser also  deserve  a  vote  of 
thanks  for  their  cooperation  in 
taking  our  news  and  notices  to  the 
public.

Report  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  Assistance 


To    the    Citizens    of   the    Town    of 
Saugus: 

In  recognition  of  the  fact  that 
brevity  is  desired  in  the  compiling 
of  a  report  to  be  submitted  to  the 
inhabitants  for  their  inspection, 
this  Bureau  desires  to  render  this 
brief  account  of  its  stewardship 
of  the  old  Age  Assistance  pro- 
gram during  the  past  year.  With 
this  object  in  mind,  we  have  en- 
deavored to  eliminate  statistical 
data  which  is  not  of  a  financial 
nature. 

Town  Funds  appropriated  at  the 
annual  town  meeting  were  $38,000. 
which  was  augumented  by  grants 
from  the  Federal  Government  in 
the  amount  of  $32,173.88.  In  ad- 
dition reimbursements  from  the 
Commonwealth  in  the  amount  of 
$27,935.85  and  other  Cities  and 
Towns  in  the  amount  of  $1,667.32 
were  received.  Total  expenditures 
for  this  category  of  aid  were  $73,- 
324.44  resulting  in  an  actual  cost 
to  the  town  of  $11,547.39.  Of  the 
original     appropriation     $38,000.00 


the  sum  of  $585.60  was  returned  to 
Surplus  Revenue. 

The  sum  of  $1200.00  was  ap- 
propriated at  the  annual  town 
meeting  for  the  purpose  of  ad- 
ministering this  program.  This 
sum  was  later  augmented  by  trans- 
fers of  $125.00  and  $25.00  making 
a  total  of  $1350.00  of  town  funds 
allocated  to  administration  and  of 
this  sum  $8.41  was  returned  to 
Surplus  Revenue  giving  a  net  cost 
of  $1341.59.  Federal  Funds  re- 
ceived for  Administration  were 
$1174.72. 

A  slight  decline  in  the  number 
of  recipients  was  noted  during  the 
year  which,  to  a  great  extent,  is 
directly  attributable  to  the  im- 
proved economic  conditions  in  our 
community.  We  regret  to  point 
out,  however,  that  this  reduction 
has  been  offset,  to  a  great  extent, 
by  the  needs  of  many  of  our  clients 
for  increased  allowances  to  care 
for  necessary  medical,  nursing  and 
hospitalization  charges.  It  may 
be  well  to  bear  in  mind  that  many

of  our  clients  are  in  the  later  years 
of  life  and  that  these  extra  char- 
ges will  tend  to  increase  as  the 
average   age   increases. 

We  feel  that  we  would  be  re- 
miss in  our  duty  if  we  did  not  say 
a  word  concerning  the  year  1942. 
As  is  very  well  known,  the  State 
Legislature  passed  several  meas- 
ures liberalizing  Old  Age  Assis- 
tance during  the  past  year.  The 
principal  change  was  one  increas- 
ing grants  of  Old  Age  Assistance 
in  certain  cases.  This,  and  other 
measures  of  liberalization,  will 
benefit  a  great  number  of  Old  Age 
Assistance   clients   and   represents, 


in  our  opinion,  a  great  forward 
stride  in  our  effort  to  provide  real 
security  for  our  aged.  These 
benefits  cannot  be  provided,  how- 
ever, without  additional  cost  to 
the  taxpayer  and  it  is  our  estimate 
that  an  additional  cost  of  $7500.00 
will  have  to  be  borne  by  the  town 
in  order  to  provide  such  benefits.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


To    the    Citizens    of    the    Town    of 
Saugus : 

To  continue  in  the  spirit  of 
economy,  the  Board  of  Health 
make  the  following  brief  report. 

Marked  progress  has  been  made 
in  the  Health  Department.  New 
quarters  were  obtained  with  the 
aid  of  the  Selectemen,  and  they 
have  been  partially  equipped  with 
new,  sanitary  apparatus,  and  in 
the  future  we  hope  to  conduct 
clinics  for  the  prevention  of  diph- 
theria. 

There  has  been  a  marked  drop 
in  Tuberculosis  this  year.  This 
we  believe  is  due  to  the  program 
started,  by  the  department,  several 
years  ago,  when  we  obtained  the 
services  of  a  health  nurse. 

Old  and  new  regulations  have 
been  enforced  for  the  licensing  of 
goats  and  swine,  which  will  bring 
in  more  revenue.  Regulations 
passed  by  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Health  must  be  enforced 
by  this  department. 

Another  mark  of  progress  is  a 
regulation  passed  by  the  Board 
which  requires  all  milk  sold  or 
delivered  in  the  town  after  June 
1,  1942  to  be  pasteurized  or  certi- 
fied. 

We  have  equipped  our  depart- 
ment   to    do    a    part    of   the    milk 


analysis  and  in  the  future  will  be 
able  to  do  more  samples  at  a  con- 
siderable saving,  and  with  much 
more   protection  to  the  citizens. 

Some  nuisances  still  exist  which 
require  time  and  patience  to  over- 
come. One  of  these  is  the  dust 
nuisance  from  the  stone  crusher 
on  Broadway.  We  are  cooperating 
with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
overcome  this  bad   situation. 

The  Board  very  strongly  recom- 
mends and  urges  the  continuance 
of  the  Sewer  construction  pro- 
gram. This  one  program  perhaps 
more  than  any  other  will  improve 
the  health  and  sanitation  in  the 
town. 

Again  we  bring  your  attention 
to  our  most  important  building — 
The  Town  Hall — Sanitary  condi- 
tions there  are  deplorable.  The 
mens  toilet  in  the  basement  is 
poorly  lighted  with  no  ventilation, 
and  as  for  the  ladies  public  rest 
room — there  isn't  any.  This  con- 
dition should  receive  prompt  at- 
tention  by   our    Selectmen.

In  submitting  the  report  for 
the  Works  Progress  Administra- 
tion (WPA)  for  the  year  1941,  it 
is  a  pleasure  to  inform  you  that 
we  finished  the  year  within  our 
appropriation  and  turned  back  to 
the  Town  $259.54.  All  projects 
operated    for    less    than    estimated 

The  past  year,  1941,  was  a  busy 
year  even  though  our  Sewing, 
Household  Aid  and  Cleaning  Pro- 
jects were  closed  leaving  forty- 
eight  women  without  employment. 
We  received  considerable  benefits 
from  the  following  projects,  which 
as  a  whole  averaged  205  men  per 
per  month  and  also  38  NYA  boys 
who  were  employed  until  the  middle 
of  November. 

The  projects  which  operated  all 
or    part    of    the    year    were    the 


Sewers,  Watermains,  Brooks,  Side- 
walks, Western  Avenue  Drains, 
Essex  Street  Drains,  Hesper  Street, 
School  Street  Drains,  Engineering 
and  Gypsy  Moths.  White  Collar 
Projects  included  Recreation,  Build- 
ing Inspector  Records,  Commis- 
sary, Tax  Trend,  Legal  Inventory, 
Sewing,  Household  Aid  and  Clean- 
ing and  Renovating. 

For  the  year  1941  Saugus  WPA 
workers  received  approximately 
$141,345.42  in  the  form  of  payroll 
checks,  This  amount  does  not  in- 
clude State  Wide  Projects  such  as 
Commissary,  Federal  Music  and 
Training   Centers   for  welding. 

In  1941  Welfare  recipients  and 
W.P.A.  workers  received  from  our 
Surplus  Commodity  Store  food  to 
the  value  of  $30,880.34  and  cloth- 
ing amounting  to  $6,612.43  mak- 
ing a  total  value  for  the  year  1941 
$37,492.77.

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Works 


January  5,  1942 

To    the    Honorable    Board    of    Sel- 
ectmen 
Town  Hall 
Saugus,    Massachusetts 

Gentlemen : 

The  Public  Works  Department 
has,  as  always,  finished  the  work 
for  1941  within  the  appropriation 
allotted  to  it.  This  has  become  a 
difficult  task  due  to  the  steadily 
increasing  amount  of  work  requir- 
ing attention  and  the  steadily  de- 
creasing appropriations  of  the  last 
five  years.  It  is  time  for  the  Town 
to  consider  the  justice  of  this  situa- 
tion. 

Ash  Department 

The  routine  collections  have  been 
made  on  schedule,  and  a  very  good 
job  has  been  done  by  the  ash  crew. 


However,  it  is  not  good  economics 
to  endeavor  to  use  the  truck  al- 
lotted to  ash  collection  much  longer. 
The  truck,  a  1935  model,  is  in  con- 
stant need  of  repair.  The  route 
calls  for  about  100  miles  each  week, 
about  half  of  it  over  unaccepted 
streets.  It  is  greatly  to  the  credit 
of  the  mechanics  and  the  ash  crew 
that  the  work  is  done.  A  new 
truck  is  needed  in  the  near  future, 
especially  in  view  of  the  constant 
pressure  being  brought  to  bear  to 
enlarge  the  route  to  cover  more 
streets. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  increase 
the  ash  appropriation  to  cover  the 
increased  wages  of  the  crew.  If 
additional  streets  are  added  to  the 
schedule,  the  appropriation  will 
have  to  be  further  increased  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  more  time 
will  have  to  be  used  in  collecting. 
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In  the  present  case  the  ash  crew 
act  on  the  Highway  department  on 
Monday  of  each  week.  A  longer 
route  for  ash  collection  will  neces- 
sitate adding  that  day  to  the  Ash 
Collection   account. 

Engineering  Department 

This  department  is  covered  by 
the  report  of  the  Engineer  im- 
mediately following  my  report.  I 
would  like,  however,  to  remark 
that  this  department  is  not  prop- 
erly manned  and  that  a  third  man 
should  be  added  in  view  of  the 
importance  of  this  work  and  the 
increasing  burden  of  work  needed 
for  WPA  projects  and  street  con- 
struction. This  of  course  includes 
the  sewer  engineering,  probably 
the  most  important  project  under- 
taken since  our  water  mains  were 
first  laid. 

Highway  Department 

The  duties  of  this  department 
increase  from  year  to  year,  and  it 
is  with  the  greatest  difficulty  that 
we  attempt  to  handle  a  steadily 
growing  task  with  a  steadily  de- 
creasing appropriation.  When  it 
is  considered  that  the  appropria- 
tion for  Highway  work  has  shrunk 
some  $8,300  in  the  past  six  years, 
it  should  be  easy  to  understand  the 
very  great  problem  confronting  us. 
It  is  due  entirely  to  a  very  close 
scrutiny  of  materials  and  the  ut- 
most in  cooperation  on  the  part 
of  the  men  of  the  entire  Public 
Works  department  that  the  prob- 
lem is  solved  to  any  degree.  It  is 
futile  for  the  townspeople  to  look 
for  any  improvement  in  our  streets 
under  such  conditions;  only  the 
most  necessary  maintenance  work 
can  be  done.  The  time  has  come  to 
consider  a  policy  of  growth,  in 
view  of  the  expansion  and  growth 
of  the  town  itself. 

Here  again  we  are  handicapped 
by  inadequate  equipment.  When 
it  is  necessary  to  have  material 
delivered  in  contractors'  trucks  be- 
cause of  a  shortage  of  our  own, 
and  because  of  a  shortage  of  men, 
it  is  easy  to  see  that  the  small 
amount  the  Town  has  to  expend 
for  street  work  is  not  being  spent 
to  the  best  advantage.  Our  three 
heavy-duty    trucks    are    seventeen, 


fifteen,  and  eighteen  years  old; 
our  maintenance  charges  have  in- 
creased from  $1800  in  1936  to 
$5000  in  1941 ;  these  two  facts  have 
an  obvious  relation  which  merits 
close  attention.  I  fully  realize 
that  under  the  present  emergency 
we  probably  cannot  expect  to  ac- 
quire much  new  eqiupment.  On 
the  other  hand,  as  the  opportunity 
presents  itself  and  the  Department 
requests  funds  for  necessary  pur- 
chases, the  intelligent  citizen  will 
lend   the  necessary  support. 

Chapter  90  Work 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
County  made  available  no  funds, 
and  the  State  a  very  much  reduced 
amount,  no  Chapter  90  Mainten- 
ance work  was  done  this  year. 
However,  our  Chapter  90  roads 
thus  far  constructed  are  a  matter 
of  pride  to  the  Department,  whose 
intention  it  is  to  see  that  they  are 
properly   maintained. 

Under  Chapter  90  Construction 
a  very  creditable  beginning  has 
been  made  on  upper  Central  Street, 
eliminating  a  bad  curve  and  haz- 
ardous condition  at  the  Walnut 
Street  end.  It  is  our  hope  and  in- 
tention to  continue  work  on  this 
road  year  by  year.  Because  of  its 
strategic  position  paralleling  the 
Newburyport  Turnpike,  it  is  a 
secondary  road  of  real  importance 
to  our  national  defense. 

Our  other  Chapter  90  road  un- 
der construction,  Hesper  Street,  is 
now  nearing  completion,  requiring 
one  more  link  to  finish  it.  This 
will  provide  a  new  artery  into 
Saugus  Center  from  Lynn,  and 
will  also  benefit  a  large  population 
on  the  easterly  bank  of  the  Saugus 
river.  The  construction  of  these 
two  roads  is  such  that  they  may  be 
regarded  as  permanent  improve- 
ments to  the  Town. 

Snow  and  Ice  Removal 

The  plowing  of  snow,  which  is 
considered  by  the  average  citizen 
to  be  the  principal  expense  in- 
curred under  this  account,  has  be- 
come secondary  to  the  care  of  the 
streets  during  the  winter  when 
snow  has  fallen  lightly  or  after  it 
has  been  plowed.  Streets  must  be 
sanded  continually  and  occasionally

salted  to  make  travel  safe.  This 
type  of  street  work  consumes  tons 
of  sand  and  hours  of  labor,  our 
men  working  many  hours  of  over- 
time at  this  duty.  The  average 
citizen  also  fails  to  realize  his 
debt  to  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment men  who  work  long  stretches 
of  time  in  the  snow  and  ice  re- 
moval work,  without  extra  remun- 
eration of  any  kind.  These  tasks 
are  cheerfully  performed  as  part 
of  the  job,  and  the  townspeople 
owe  a  real  debt  of  gratitude  to 
the  sportsmanship  and  loyalty  of 
the  men  who  do  their  work,  a  good 
part  of  the  time  at  the  expense 
of  well-earned  rest  and  comfort. 

Resurfacing 

For  several  years  now  this  ac- 
count has  made  available  to  the 
Highway  Department  a  definite 
sum  to  be  spent  for  road  materials 
to  maintain  our  streets.  No  labor 
is  paid  from  this  account.  Several 
miles  of  secondary  roads  received 
top  coating  this  year. 

Because  of  the  increased  cost  of 
materials,  the  same  sum  of  money 
in  1942  will  not  allow  us  to  do  as 
much  work  as  that  amount  in  1941. 

Water  Department 

In  the  course  of  the  past  five 
years  the  total  water  appropria- 
tions have  been  reduced  in  the 
amount  of  six  thousand  dollars. 
During  the  past  five  years  an 
average  of  thirty  new  services  and 
one  hundred  twenty  renewals  have 
been  installed  yearly.  In  view  of 
the  fact  that  the  department  has 
never  wasted  money  in  any  way, 
it  is  obvious  that  the  increasing 
amount  of   service   cannot  be  met 


with  decreasing  appropriations. 

During  these  same  five  years  the 
total  commitments  figured  in  the 
Water  Department  have  increased 
by  seven  thousand  dollars.  It  is 
manifestly  unfair,  therefore,  not 
only  to  expect  increased  work  at 
reduced  appropriations,  but  also 
to  penalize  a  department  whose 
contribution  to  town  revenue  is 
now  very  nearly  fifty  thousand 
dollars  a  year.  It  is  the  practice 
in  many  towns  the  size  of  our  own 
to  allow  the  Water  Department  to 
have  the  revenue  of  the  previous 
year  for  its  current  expenses;  this 
would  have  given  your  Department 
five  thousand  dollars  additional 
during  the  past  year. 

The  work  of  the  Water  Depart- 
ment and  the  amount  of  the  ap- 
propriation should  also  be  con- 
sidered in  the  light  of  the  follow- 
ing facts:  In  July  1940  a  study 
of  water  services  was  made  and 
there  is  now  in  the  Public  Works 
office  a  list  of  services  installed 
in  1910  or  earlier,  a  total  of  495. 
During  1940  and  1941,  forty-two 
of  these  services  were  renewed, 
which  means  that  there  is  now  a 
total  of  four  hundred  fifty-three 
services  which  are  thirty-two  or 
more  years  old.  These  old  ser- 
vices are  a  steadily  increasing 
source  of  trouble,  and  the  Water 
Department  has  to  be  equipped 
to  repair  and  renew  them. 

Attached  herewith  is  a  compila- 
tion of  figures  on  the  water  de- 
partment which  should  prove  in- 
teresting.

Report  of  the  Sewer  Department 


The  Board  of  Sewer  Commis- 
sioners, consisting  of  three  mem- 
bers, one  elected  to  serve  one  year, 
one  for  two  years  and  one  for  three 
years,  was  abolished  by  an  Act  of 
Legislature  in  1941  in  accordance 
with  the  town  meeting  vote  of  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  of  Novem- 
ber 25,  1940.  The  Sewer  Depart- 
ment then  became  directly  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  The  co-ordination  of  all 
departments  under  the  Public 
Works  Department  has  resulted  in 
a  savings  to  the  Town  through  the 
elimination  of  shovel,  truck  and 
compressor  rentals. 

On  the  sewer  construction,  by 
Works  Progress  Administration 
labor,  sewer  lines  were  completed 
on  Charlotte  Road,  Trull  Circle 
and  Baker  Street.  New  construc- 
tion was  started  and  completed  on 
Smith  Road  and  Jackson  Street 
with    most    of    the    line    on    Kent 


Street  installed  which  will  be  com- 
pleted in  February  of  1942.  The 
number  of  men  employed  on  this 
W.  P.  A.  work  had  been  decreased 
considerably  after  December  1940 
therefore  the  total  length  of  sewer 
pipe  laid  was  not  as  great  as  ex- 
pected. We  have,  through  efficient 
supervision,  accomplished  more  in 
proportion  to  the  number  of 
workers  than  in  1939  and  1940 
when  there  were  four  crews  work- 
ing with  a  total  of  about  150  men. 
In  1939,  7,567  feet  of  sewer  line 
was  laid  yet  in  1941  with  one 
quarter  the  number  of  workers  we 
installed  3,191  feet.  Approximately 
25%  of  this  was  through  ledge. 
Figures  for  1941  are  as  follows:

The  Town  was  also  credited  by 
the  Federal  Government  costs  in 
the  amount  of  $9,132.63  at  rental 
rates  as  a  contribution  of  equip- 
ment. We  have  during  this  year  in- 
spected the  entire  line  in  Saugus 
and  made  a  number  of  repairs 
where  the  joints  were  leaking.  In 
the  rear  of  the  Pleasant  Hills  Rail- 
road station  is  was  necessary  to 
excavate  to  the  pipe  line,  sheathe, 
and  with  a  pump  running  con- 
tinuously several  large  leaks  were 
stopped  by  repouring  the  joints 
At  present  there  is  a  large  leak  in 
East  Saugus  that  must  be  repaired 


as  soon  as  possible  in  1942.  Cost 
of  pumping  is  lowered  with  every 
leak  that  is  repaired. 

Sewer  Assessments  have  been 
billed  in  the  amount  of  $7,355.67 
during  1941.  Sewer  rentals  for 
connection  service  to  the  sewer 
mains  was  billed  in  the  amount  of 
$1,521.40  for  which  payments  will 
be  collected  in  1942.  The  income 
for  sewer  rentals  will  increase 
each  year  as  these  particular 
sewers  are  connected  to  the  ser- 
vice. All  adjustments  to  the  auto- 
matic switchboard  have  been  com- 
pleted and  the  station  is  now 
operating  without  interruption.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare 


To  the  Citizens  of  Saugus: 

Following  is  the  Annual  Report 
for  the  Department  of  Public  Wel- 
fare for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1941. 

Temporary  Aid  Division 

$29,000.00  was  the  amount  ap- 
propriated at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  in  March.  During  the 
year  refunds  amounted  to  $391.37, 
which  sum  together  with  the  origi- 
nal appropriation  and  transfers 
made  to  this  division  at  the  Special 
Town  Meeting  in  December,  viz: 
$500.00  transferred  from  State  and 
Military  Aid,  $1,000.00  from  In- 
terest on  Temporary  Loan,  and 
$1,000.00  transferred  from  In- 
surance, made  a  total  of  $31,891.37 
appropriated  for  the  operation  of 
this  division  for  the  year  of  1941. 

Expenditures  for  the  year  totaled 
$31,533.17  and  this  left  a  balance 
of  $358.20  to  be  returned  to  Sur- 
plus Revenue. 

Reimbursements  from  the  Com- 
monwealth were  $2,442.07,  from 
other  cities  and  towns  $3,000.66, 
and  from  individuals  $142.00,  mak- 


ing receipts  for  the  town  on  be- 
half of  the  Temporary  Aid  Divi- 
sion $5,584.73  and  the  net  cost  of 
the  Division  for  the  year  $25,948.44. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-seven 
families,  totaling  424  persons,  re- 
ceived  Temporary   Aid  in   1941. 

In  accordance  with  the  Provi- 
sions of  General  Laws,  Chapter 
117,  able-bodied  men  and  women 
rendered  service  to  several  Town 
Departments   for   aid   received. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children 

The  appropriation  voted  for  this 
division  at  the  Annual  Town  Meet- 
ing was  $5,000.00.  This  amount 
supplemented  by  $2,807.20  U.  S. 
Grants  and  $78.00  Refunds,  made 
a  total  of  $7,885.20  for  1941. 

Expenditures  for  the  year  were 
$7,104.82,  and  $780.38  was  returned 
to  Surplus  Revenue. 

Reimbursements  from  the  Com- 
monwealth were  $1,497.06.  Net 
cost  to  the  Town  $2,722.56.  Twenty 
families,  totaling  sixty-six  persons 
received  help  under  this  program. 

The  Town  Meeting  appropriated 
$450.00   for  the   administration   of 
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Aid  to  Dependent  Children.  We 
received  reimbursements  of  $277.03 
U.  S.  Grants  making  a  total  of 
$727.03  for  the  year.  Expenditures 
for  the  year  were  $594.35  and 
$132.68  was  returned  to  revenue. 
Net  cost  of  administrative  expenses 
to  the  town  $317.32  for  1941. 

Infirmary  Division 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  voted 
to  appropriate  $4,400.00  for  the 
year  1941.  In  addition  $200.00  was 
transferred  from  the  Insurance 
Account  and  $125.00  from  the  Re- 
serve Fund.  This  was  by  vote  of 
the  Special  Town  Meeting  and 
made  a  total  of  $4,725.00. 

Total  expenses  for  the  year  were 
$4,710.02.  Receipts  from  Sale  of 
Produce  $108.00  and  Rent  of  Land 
$1.00,  a  total  of  $109.00  for  the 
year.  $14.98  was  returned  to  Sur- 
plus Revenue  making  a  net  cost 
of  $4,601.02  to  the  town  for  1941. 

During  the  year,  there  have  been 
11  men  and  6  women  inmates  of 
the   Infirmary. 


Your  Board  of  Public  Welfare 
has  this  year,  as  in  previous  years, 
endeavored  to  render  the  best 
possible  service  to  the  unfortunate 
persons  who  have  been  forced  to 
seek  public  aid.  We  have  ever 
kept  in  mind  that  ours  is  a  duty 
entrusted  to  us  by  the  citizens  of 
the  town  and  have  tried  to  operate 
the  department  efficiently  and  with 
understanding  of  the  clients  prob- 
lems to  the  end  that  this  faith  in 
our  ability  shall  not  have  been  mis- 
placed. 

We  wish  to  express  our  apprec- 
iation for  the  cooperation  received 
by  this  Department  from  other  or- 
ganizations and  individuals  in  our 
effort  to  help  the  needy  in  our 
community.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  Honorable  School  Commit- 
tee and  Citizens  of  Saugus: 

It  is  both  the  duty  and  the  privi- 
lege of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  to  submit  his  ninth  annual 
report  for  the  School  Department, 
the  same  being  the  forty-ninth 
annual  report. 

The  1941  Budget 

At  the  annual  March  Town 
Meeting  of  1941  the  School  De- 
partment was  voted  a  general  bud- 
get of  $236,000  and  a  repair  bud- 
get of  $5,000.  Three  other  sums 
of  money  were  voted  under  special 
articles  as  follows:  (a)  the  sum  of 
$850.00  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
Saugus  High  School  Band,  (b) 
the  sum  of  $525.00  for  the  connect- 
ing of  the  Sweetser  School  with  the 
public  sewer  system,  (c)  the  sum 
of  $130.00  for  the  connecting  of 
the  Cliftondale  School  with  the 
public  sewer  system.  Under  Town 
charges  there  was  an  appropria- 
tion of  $600.00  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  Stackpole's  Field  Stadium 
which  stadium  is  now  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  School  Depart- 
ment. 


The  School  Department  operated 
within  each  of  its  respective  bud- 
gets during  the  year  1941.  The 
following  amounts  were  returned 
unexpended  to  the  town  treasury: 
General  budget  $  12.22 

Repair  budget  30.45 

High   School  Band  12.83 

Cliftondale  School  44.00 

Sweetser   School  220.00 

Net  Educational  Cost 
The  total  amount  of  money  ap- 
propriated for  the  School  Depart- 
ment including  the  General  bud- 
get, School  repairs,  Saugus  High 
School  Band,  Stadium,  Cliftondale 
School  sewer  connection,  and 
Sweetser  School  sewer  connection 
amounted   to   $243,105.00. 

This  sum  of  money,  however,  does 
not  represent  the  amount  of  money 
expended  by  the  taxpayers  of  Sau- 
gus for  education  and  the  main- 
tenance of  the  Stadium. 

The  following  refunds,  as  far 
as  can  be  ascertained  at  the  writ- 
ing of  this  report,  have  been  re- 
turned to  the  town  treasury  dur- 
ing the  year  1941. 


State  reimbursement  on  account  of  the  employment  of  teach- 
ers: Chapter  70,  Part  I,  General  Laws $31,311.50 

Tuition  from  City  of  Boston   (For  Boston  wards)   278.22 

Tuition  from  Commonwealth  of  Mass.    (For  State  wards)    1,254.56 

Miscellaneous    income    126.92 

Americanization   Class.    (State   reimbursement)    80.00 

Unexpended  amounts  in  various  appropriations 319.50 

$33,370.70 


This  total  sum  of  $33,370.70  in 
various  forms  of  refunds  lessens 
the  cost  of  education  and  the 
maintenance  of  the  Stadium  to  the 
taxpayers'  of  Saugus  by  the  above 
amount.  We,  therefore,  subtract 
this  sum  of  $33,370.70  from  the 
total  amount  appropriated  ($243,- 
105.00)  in  order  to  determine  the 
actual  cost  of  education  plus  the 
maintenance  of  the  Stadium  to 
the  taxpayers  of  the  town.  The 
cost  is  $209,734.30. 


School  Cost  Comparisons 

I  pointed  out  in  my  report  of  the 
year  1940  the  fact  that  school 
costs  in  Saugus  are  very  low  com- 
pared with  communities  of  com- 
parable size  in  the  Commonwealth. 
I  need  not  reprint  the  tables  again 
this  year  but  I  do  desire  to  re- 
emphasize  the  fact  that  school 
costs  in  Saugus  are  ridiculously 
low. 

The  School  Committee  of  Saugus 
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is  asking  for  a  General  Budget 
for  the  year  1942  of  $249,765.10. 
The  Town  of  Saugus  in  December 
1941  had  3075   school  children. 

The  Town  of  Wakefield  is  ask- 
ing for  a  General  Budget  for  the 
year  1942  of  $300,155.00.  The 
Town  of  Wakefield  in  December 
1941    had   2865    school    children. 

In  other  words  the  Town  of 
Wakefield,  with  210  less  children 
than  Saugus,  is  requesting  a  gen- 
eral budget  appropriation  of  $50,- 
389.90  more  than  Saugus  for  the 
operation  of  its  school  system. 

Salaries  of  School  Teachers 

The  School  Committee  in  its 
proposed  1942  General  Budget  is 
requesting  enough  money  to  pro- 
vide salary  increases  for  its  teach- 
ers varying  from  $50.00  to  $200.00 
each.  I  trust  that  all  citizens  in- 
terested in  the  maintenance  of  an 
efficient  school  system  will  pro- 
vide this  extra  money.  I  can  as- 
sure you  that  it  is  very  important 
if  we  are  to  maintain  our  present 
system  of  efficiency. 

We  are  living  in  a  period  of 
mounting  wages  particularly  in 
industry.  Money  is  plentiful  and 
times  are  boon.  I  personally  know 
of  many  young  men  in  near-by 
industry  who  are  receiving  from 
$60.00  to  $100.00  per  week  in  their 
pay  envelopes.  In  such  times  as 
these  a  school  system  like  Saugus 
with  a  low  salary  scale  for  teach- 
ers is  almost  certain  to  get  badly 
hurt.  We  stand  to  suffer  the  loss 
of  many  of  our  best  and  most  ex- 
perienced teachers  with  scant 
chance  of  replacing  them  with 
teachers  of  similar  quality.  I 
shall  show  you  what  happens  to  a 
community  like  Saugus  in  times 
like  these.     Here  is  what  happens. 

(1)  The  younger  teachers  get 
married.  They  had  hesitated  to 
get  married  when  their  prospec- 
tive husband  was  making  $25.00 
per  week.  They  no  longer  hesi- 
tate to  get  married  when  the  same 
young  man  is  making  $75.00  per 
week. 

This  is  attack  Number  1  on  our 
teaching    staff. 

(2)  The   Selective   Service  Act 


comes  along  and  takes  away  the 
young  single  men  on  the  High 
School  teaching  staff  for  army 
duty. 

This  is  attack  Number  2  on  our 
teaching  staff. 

(3)  Teachers  in  Saugus  are 
not  paid  salaries  commensurate 
with  neighboring  communities. 
Positions  in  phases  of  national 
defense  offer  them  much  greater 
financial  inducement  and  many  are 
sorely  tempted  to  leave  the  teach- 
ing profession  and  accept  jobs 
paying  better   salaries. 

This  is  attack  Number  3  on  our 
teaching  staff. 

(4)  Teachers  in  places  like 
Lynn,  Swampscott,  Marblehead, 
Melrose,  and  all  the  rest  around 
us  either  get  married  or  accept 
employment  in  defense  work.  The 
first  place  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  comes  to  look  for  his 
teacher  replacements  is  a  com- 
munity with  a  low  salary  scale. 
He  can  offer  my  teachers  far 
higher  salaries  and  I  have  not  the 
wherewithal  to  meet  his  offer.  Con- 
sequently the  teacher  accepts  his 
offer  and  ceases  to  teach  in  the 
Town  of  Saugus.  I  know  of  one 
Superintendent  of  Schools  who  is 
already  attempting  to  wean  several 
of  my  best  teachers  away  from 
Saugus. 

This  is  attack  Number  4  on  our 
teaching  staff. 

The  retention  of  a  trained 
teaching  staff  makes  for  the  main- 
tenance of  efficiency  in  a  school 
system.  The  loss  of  trained  school 
teachers,  particularly  in  any  quan- 
tity, means  a  serious  lessening  of 
efficiency. 

I  have  already  lost  three  teach- 
ers within  the  past  four  week 
period. 

The  salary  increases  proposed 
for  teachers  in  the  1942  budget  are 
not  as  large  as  I  would  like  to  see 
them.  They  will,  however,  offer 
at  least  some  inducement  for  a 
teacher  to  remain  in  our  school 
system.  At  least  such  increases 
will  show  the  teacher  that  we  ap- 
preciate  her   services. 
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Air  Raid  Precautions 

Saugus,  by  reason  of  its  prox- 
imity to  the  plant  of  the  General 
Electric  Company  is  particularly 
vulnerable  to  attack  from  the  air. 
The  situation,  as  far  as  school- 
children are  concerned,  is  even 
more  serious  when  it  is  realized 
that  seven  of  our  fourteen  school 
buildings  are  of  ordinary  wooden 
construction.  The  seven  remain- 
ing buildings  are  of  brick  con- 
struction but  not  one  of  the  seven 
is  of  real  first  class  construction. 
There  is  no  use  minimizing  the 
potential    danger. 

The  policy  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee is  enunciated  in  the  follow- 
ing vote  which  was  passed  in  the 
meeting    of    December    22,    1941. 

"In  the  event  of  air  raid  alarms 
or  actual  air  raids  while  school 
is  in  session  the  school  children 
shall  be  sent  home  from  school  if 
the  information  received  from  the 
control  center  indicates  that  ample 
time  is  available  for  the  children 
to  arrive  home  in  safety.  If  the 
information  received  from  the 
control  center  indicates  that  ample 
time  is  not  available  for  the  chil- 
dren to  arrive  home  in  safety,  or 
if  no  information  is  given  concern- 
ing how  much  time  is  available, 
the  school  children  are  to  remain 
in    the    school   building." 

The  School  Committee  made  it 
plain  that  the  above  was  to  be 
the  policy  of  the  School  Committee 
unless  or  until  a  uniform  policy 
for  all  schools,  irrespective  of  lo- 
cation, is  adopted  by  the  State  or 
Federal    Government. 

There  is  no  question  in  my  mind 
but  that  there  is  safety  in  the 
dispersion  of  the  pupils  to  their 
homes.  As  outlined  in  the  above 
vote  this  will  be  done  when  we 
definitely  know  that  ample  time 
is  available.  In  many  cases  such 
time  will  doubtless  not  be  avail- 
able. The  children  will  then  be 
sheltered  in  the  basements  of  the 
various  school  buildings  under  the 
supervision  of  their  teachers.  All 
cellar  windows  will  be  stripped 
with  surgeon's  tape.  This  tape 
is    placed    on    the    inside    of    the 


cellar  windows  in  crossed  strips. 
It  prevents  broken  fragments  of 
glass  from  flying  about  the  base- 
ments and  injuring  children.  The 
placing  of  school  children  in  the 
basements  of  the  various  schools 
will  doubtless  afford  these  child- 
ren considerable  protection  against 
incendiary  bombs  and  against  the 
bits  of  shell  fragments  from  anti- 
aircraft guns.  In  my  opinion  it 
will  afford  absolutely  no  protec- 
tion if  the  particular  building  is 
hit  by  a  high  explosive  bomb.  If 
a  high  explosive  bomb  scores  a 
direct  hit  on  any  of  our  school 
buildings  while  the  children  are  in 
the  building  there  will  undoubtedly 
be  a  heavy  loss  of  life  in  that 
particular  building.  Parents  may 
receive  some  consolation  in  the 
fact  that  experts  say  that  the 
chance  of  a  direct  hit  on  any  par- 
ticular building  is  very  small.  To 
say  that  there  is  no  danger,  how- 
ever, would  not  be  to  tell  the  truth. 
An  enemy  bomber  flying  at  ten 
thousand  feet  and  seeking  to  hit 
the  General  Electric  Company  as 
its  objective  would  drop  its  bombs 
three  miles  away.  It  is  quite  easy 
to  see  that  under  such  conditions 
these  bombs  might  strike  most  any 
building  at  the  same  time  missing 
the   objective  target. 

While  the  children  are  in  the 
basement  of  any  school  building  a 
parent  may  come  to  the  building 
and  request  the  principal  to  allow 
her  to  take  her  child  home.  Any 
parent  will  be  given  such  per- 
mission with  the  distinct  under- 
standing that  the  parent  assumes 
total  risk  for  what  might  happen. 
When  this  parent  and  the  child 
reaches  the  street  she  will  come 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Air 
Raid  Warden.  He  may  or  may 
not  order  her  and  the  child  back 
into  the  school  building  or  into 
some  other  shelter.  The  point  is 
that  he  may  not  allow  her  to  use 
the  streets  to  proceed  to  her  home. 

I  shall  do  all  humanly  possible 
to  safeguard  the  lives  of  school 
children  while  we  are  at  war.  It 
should  be  remembered,  however, 
that  Saugus  is  in  a  very  dangerous 
location  and  that  our  school  build- 
ings in  many  cases  are  vulnerable. 
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Rising  Costs 

Operating  costs  of  all  school 
systems  will  be  increased  during 
the  war  because  of  rising  prices. 
We  hear  much  from  Washington 
about  stopping  rising  prices  but 
so  far  it  has  been  much  talk  and 
little  action.  School  systems  will 
have  to  pay  more  for  textbooks, 
supplies  of  all  kinds,  fuel,  and 
other  incidental  necessities.  If  the 
cost  of  living  continues  to  rise  and 
if  taxes  continue  to  mount  teach- 
ers' salaries  will  have  to  be  raised 
materially.  Otherwise  teachers  will 
not  be  able  to  meet  their  taxes  and 
at  the  same  time  maintain  a  stan- 
dard of  living  expected  of  them  by 
all  citizens. 

We  may  just  as  well  realize  that 
we  are  in  a  war  and  that  war 
costs  plenty  of  money.  To  orate 
about  higher  taxes  is  wasted  ver- 
bal effort.  We  are  going  to  have 
higher  State,  Federal,  and  local 
taxes  and  we  are  going  to  have  to 
like  it.  As  far  as  I  am  concerned 
it  is  worth  all  of  the  cost  if  we 
save    America. 

A  Championship  Football  Team 

No  Superintendent's  report  for 
the  year  1941  would  be  complete 
without  mention  of  the  fact  that 
the  Saugus  High  School  football 
team  of  1941  won  the  Class  C 
championship  of  the  State  of 
Massachusetts.  In  reality  (actual 
figures)  they  also  won  the  Class  B 
championship  of  the  State  of 
Massachusetts.  In  fact  they  al- 
most won  the  Class  A.  champion- 
ship since  there  were  only  two 
teams  in  the  entire  state  finishing 
with   a  higher  percentage. 

May  I  congratulate  every  boy 
on  the  1941  squad  from  the  in- 
domitable "Mike"  Harrington  to 
the  lowliest  water  boy.  The  efforts 
of  each  and  every  boy  functioning 
as  a  unit  brought  victory  to  the 
team.  May  I  congratulate  those 
two  fine  coaches,  Henry  Toczylow- 
ski  and  Edward  Galligan.  Their 
spirit  and  their  character  had  much 
to  do  with  the  moulding  of  this 
splendid   football   team. 

No  football  team  has  ever  given 
to     Saugus     better    publicity    and 


better  advertising.  The  School 
Committee  and  the  Superintendent 
are  justly  proud  of  you. 

To  the  Saugus  High  School  Band 
go  orchids.  Your  performances 
speak  for  themselves.  You  re- 
ceived your  greatest  tribute  from 
"Bill"  Cunningham  when  he  said: 

"I  have  seen  college  bands  all 
over  the  country  during  the  year 
1941.  I  haven't  seen  one  that 
measures  up  to  your  Saugus  High 
School  Band  in  color,  musical  per- 
formance,   and   discipline." 

Scholastic  Standing 

Scholastically  our  schools  remain 
at   a   high   standard. 

Our  High  School  is  rated  a  Class 
A  high  school  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education. 

We  enjoy  the  privilege  of  certi- 
fying our  high  school  graduates 
to  some  fourteen  leading  colleges 
which  are  members  of  the  New 
England  College  Entrance  Board. 
This  privilege  expires  this  year 
(1942)  and  we  have  no  reason  to 
believe  that  it  will  not  be  renewed 
this  year.  I  would  not  be  surprised 
if  it  were  renewed  for  a  four  year 
period. 

Our  graduates  now  in  institu- 
tions of  higher  learning  are  all 
doing  a  very  good  grade  of  work. 
They  thus  reflect  credit  upon  their 
alma  mater,  Saugus  High  School. 

We  have  graduates  now  enrolled 
at  Dartmouth,  Columbia,  Brown, 
Harvard,  University  of  New 
Hampshire,  Bates,  Bowdoin,  North- 
eastern, Boston  University,  Tufts, 
Colby,  University  of  Maine,  Bos- 
ton College,  Duke,  University  of 
Rochester  and  Syracuse  University. 

Athletic  and  Lunch  Accounts 

The  financial  statements  of  the 
Saugus  High  School  Atheletic  ac- 
count and  the  Saugus  High  School 
Lunch  account  are  presented  as  a 
part  of  this  report.  Both  accounts 
have  been  audited  by  a  responsible 
auditor  and  found  to  be  in  proper 
condition.  The  accounts  are  audi- 
ted from  June  30th  to  June  30th. 
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Report  Abbreviated 

In  the  interest  of  the  conserva- 
tion of  paper  in  this  period  of 
national  emergency  the  report  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools  has 
been  intentionally  made  very  brief. 
All  other  reports  usually  pub- 
lished as  a  part  of  the  report  of 
the  School  Committee  have  also 
been  purposely  omitted.  Any  citi- 
zen desiring  to  read  any  of  these 
reports  may  do  so  at  the  office  of 
the   Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Conclusion 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  express 
my  appreciation  to  the  members 
of  the  School  Committee  for  their 


excellent  cooperation  during  the 
year  1941.  I  also  desire  to  ex- 
press my  thanks  to  the  many  town 
officials  and  citizens  who  have 
aided  the  School  Department  in 
any   way. 

There  is  little  question  but  that 
there  are  trying  days  ahead  for 
all  of  us.  All  of  us  have  plenty 
to  do.  Let  us  work  with  a  will 
and  exercise  a  little  of  that  abid- 
ing faith  which  is  characteristic 
of  all  true  Americans.
